acceptance of the fuct that education has sufiered ns a

result of explaitation.

The enrly nationalization of educational institutions i
strongly advocated with numerous arguments. The apprehension
that nationalization will affect the standard ol education 7
is not correct. There might be a slight decline in efficiency
for a briel period after the take-over, but that is the price
we have to pay for better results in coming years. The
nationalization scheme has bceen critically analyzed and
various loop-holes have beer pointed out, which, if not taken
care of, might frustrate the whole schene.

The hue and cry against all private educational institutions

is a part of oryanized persecution by interested parties.
The w»ublic, of course, is only too ready to use the ruillotine,
without bothering to weight the evidence., I think free
cducation for all in a poor country like Pakistan, where
the Government has to be sctive in so many other expensive
fields normally looked after by the private sector in developed
countries, is to ask too much from the Govermnent and to
burden the exchequer unnecessarily. Secondly, the Government
expenditure on free schools will necessitate increased
cirect and indirect taxation. Thus, whatever we gain in the-
form of noppayment of fees, which are a burden for a limited
period only, we would have to pay permanently as direct
and indirect taxes. Maybe, some private institutionc have
not played fair, but the majority of them are vastly more

As usual, some vested
interests jumped at the opportunities openedUP by the new policy
and began minting money in their comrrercial institutions of
education. Again ihe same class of society is creating new hurdles
and difficulties by retarding the implementation of the reforms
as envisaged in the new educationnal policy. It is because of the
undesirable activities of this class of exploiters, that the mass
of the students and their parents are suffering varicus hardships.
The poor and the needy students cannot gain ndmission to the !
schools and collcges. The authorities should pay immediate
attention to this state of affairs.

Suggestions have been given about the nanner of representation
of the teachers in thc conduct of the affairs of the university,
the ways of improving the ndministration of the university, and
the remuneration of university teachers.

There arc 2 nunber of private institutions rurning purely on-
conrercial basic. The aim of their prorrietors is to mint money
by charging inordinately high fees to the students and paying
riisernbly low salaries to the teachers in their employ. Such
institutions dov not provide even basic facilities to the students
or the teachers. They have uo necesgary equipment for mcience
clasces, ;

The condition of teachers belonging to such institutions is
lanentable. They are recuired to wrile out receipts for more than
what they are actually paid as salaries. In riost of these
institutions the teachers are not paid their salaries for months.
The announcement, therefore, that all private institutions wiil
be taken over by the government from 3aptember this year has

come as 2 welcome relief to the teacheis as well as the students.

A lot of planning is required to implement the scheme of free and
coampulscry education. The overall educational situation in
Pakistan is very discouraging. ~#ccording to 195% census, which
still forms the source of basic data, only 25 per cent of the
school=-age population gc to primary schools, and then many drop
out after a time.

Instead of working out some grandiose plan for wiping out 11literacy
with vast expenditure of money, which may not be forthcoming in ’

opening of 50,000 people's libraries; 4) the establishnent of a
people's open university nainly enploying the nass nedia for
imparting instruction; and 5) the prcpeosed democratization of
institutions exclusively serving the privileged gentry.

The present regime is expected to announce a new education
policy ishortly. I lay down the following points for the consid~
eration: of the authorities concerned : 1) Before announcing the
new education policy its salient features should be announced
and comments thereon should be invited from the people of all
shades of opinion; 2) Before the finalization of ‘the new educa-
tion policy, seminars should be arranged in big cities for the
discussion of the merits and demirits of the various features
of the proposed education policy. Expertehced teachers and
